He pled 
no contest and paid a 150 fine. In an email from cora, she saya that the troopers were 
investigating jeremiah's brother, ezra, for having a client kill 2 black bears in 1 
regulatory year. Ezra thought the 1 bear limit was for a calendar year, not per regulatory 
year. Ezra guided a client who shot a bear in july 2005 and may 2006. This is a violation 
because the regulatory year runs from july 1, 2005 to june 30, 2005. 



During the investigation, troopers found that jeremiah had signed a hunt record for a hunt 
where ezra provided the transportation. Regulations require that the person providing 
transportation be the one to sign the report. troopers indicated via cora that jeremiah 
cooperated fully with the investigation and didn't lie or hide the matter. Colonel folger 
said this is a minor violation. Cora says it's not the type of violation that "merits 
automatic removal.". Bob tcaoz has contacted cora about this matter. Jeremiah was 
appointed under murkowski and is sport fisherman from seward. I believe he has 1 or 2 yrs 
left in his term. We can compile a list of candidates if you want somw options. We have a 
few good names from last time and we've received more apps also. I will stand by before I 
do anything .

This afternoon, Judge Jack Smith issued an injunction negating two aspects of the new 
Board of Game regulations (adopted at the March 07 meeting) controlling Tier II 
subsistence permit scoring for Unit 13. 
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1) The judge ruled that the income cap for Unit 13 Tier II applications was valid, 
but overturned the part of the reg that caused the whole application to be scored at "0" 
if a person received a "0" score for that question because their household exceeded the 
income cap. Judge Smith stated that the person should be given the other points from 
other questions on the application. This largely reinstates the importance of a person's 
answers to the "how many years have you hunted or eaten from this population" part of the 
application, which had made the Unit 13 hunts primarily longevity- based in the nast. This 
was a feature that the BOG had expressly tried to change in writing the new regulation. 
The judge ordered the department to re-score the existing applicant pools for Unit 13 Tier 
II hunts using this approach. We project that the effect of this will be to allow a net 
increase in the number of Anchorage area applicants to participate in the hunts. The 
judge did not change the number of permits to be issued, so the increase in Anchorage 
hunters will take permits away from other communities. Notably, the judge refused to rule 
on the other way an application can be zeroed out — if the questions regarding customary 
use of the Tier II population are scored "0". So he overturned one half of the pertinent 
regulation but not the other, leading to questions of fairness. 

2) Judge Smith also ruled against the use of the superexclusivity part of the new 
regulation, which prohibited Unit 13 Tier II permittees from hunting the same species 
elsewhere in the state during the same year. Apparently he felt this was unfairly applied 
to only one game management unit in the state, although the BOG enacted the provision to 
try to persuade people without a strong personal Unit 13 hunting history not to apply for 
a Unit 13 subsistence hunt.

Since the comments were distributed, we have been working closely with the Department of 
Commerce (Ginger Morton), the AELS Board (Bo Brownfield), Alaska Office of Management 
& Budget Director (Karen Rehfeld), the Legislative Auditor (Pal Davidson), Representative 
Lindsey Holmes, and many others to get the comments and to piece together the attached 
timeline. Below are some thoughts on this subject According to the tentative agenda, the Board 
appears to be moving toward adopting mandatory CE at the next meeting.

The following documents are attached: 1) The June 05 report prepared by the Board's subgroup 
in response to Commissioner Blatchford's 2004 commitment (see link below), that rushed right 
through the analysis and concluded that mandatory CE was necessary; 2) The Continuing 
Education timeline that was prepared mostly to allow officials to more quickly understand the 
evolution of this issue; and 3) The tentative agenda for the upcoming Board meeting. 

Your input is welcome. 



MANDATORY CONTINUING EDUCATION 

There are several issues that were accurately and concisely identified, in Alaska Department of 
Commerce & Economic Development (DCED) Commissioner Blatchford's 2004 letter attached 
to the legislative auditor's report fhttp://wtvw.leqaudiLstate.ak.usJpaqes/audit5/2005/pdf/20028rpt.pdf) , 
as requiring mrther analysis prior to enacting mandatory continuing education (CE) for 
architects, engineers and land surveyors (AELS). These issues remain almost completely 
unaddressed by the Board to date. Each one is discussed below. The DCED should be required 
to address each issue in writing to the satisfaction of the Governor and OMB to make sure that 
the DCED has thought through the downstream impacts of this proposed unfunded mandate and 
documented the costs and benefits. This report should be submitted by the DCED because it 
doesn't appear that the Board has the resources to accomplish this analysis. The Board can, 
however, provide valuable input. Further action on enacting mandator;' CE should be halted 
until something like the above described analysis is done. 
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Apparently, the State can impose such a mandate for whatever reason it chooses. However, it seems like 
poor public policy to impose a new regulatory requirement without a thorough review of the costs and 
benefits. To date, the DCED has stated that there will be no costs and that the primary benefit is that 
Alaskan licensee regulation would be in alignment with some states. This argument that does little to 
justify the proposed action. 

Below are the six issues addressed by Commissioner Blatchford. Commentary has been added for each 
one. 

1 . Perceived administrative burden to registrants 

Compliance with mandatory CE would require record keeping, submission of records for periodic audit, 
and possible adjudication of conflicts with the Board. Noncompliance related issues could result in 
licensees having to deal with efforts by the DCED to revoke one's license. 

2. Concern of availability of courses 

Several licensees commented that those working in remote locations would not have access to courses. 
Also, implicit in the concept of course availability is the availability of affordably priced courses. 

Should the DCED believe that it is very important for licensees to participate in CE, the State of Alaska 
might consider offering a large number and variety of online classes of the sort that would yield CE 
credits without making participation mandatory'. There are numerous such courses that could be made 
available at little or no cost. Such a helpful and positive approach would sit much better with licensees 
and might actually help enhance the DCED's mission with regard to occupational regulation. 

3. Costs to registrants to comply, 

Some registrants would have their compliance costs reimbursed by their employer. Many would not. 
Since it appears that mostly formal - i.e. vendor provided - CE would count, the cost of AELS services 
will rise. Employers will raise their fees. Unreimbursed employees will have to eat the cost, essentially 
taking a cut in pay. 

Also underlying the concern with the cost of mandatory CE was the approximate doubling of fees at the 
last renewal. Upon request for justification, a spreadsheet was sent out summarizing the cost of 
administering the AELS registration program and dividing the cost by the number of registrants. No 
effort was offered to further justify these costs. "They are what they are". The statutes seem to find this 
explanation is adequate. 

It is recommended that you read the comments of DOT/PF Commissioner Leo von Sheben, P.E. to get 
his views on the cost issue and the subject of mandatory CE in general. There are clearly a conflicts 
between the position of DOT/PF and that of the DCED. 

4. Staff time to implement and oversee a regulatory CE program 

We have been "assured" by the DCED that there are sufficient resources available to implement a CE 
program without a need to increase the staff. This seems pretty far fetched based on the statute's 
auditing requirements and the inevitable disputes that will arise. These tasks will be added to the 
existing staff burden. It is not apparent that mandatory CE will in any way reduce staff burden, but 
rather will increase it. 
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Unless the enactment of mandatory CE was a done deal in advance, one might conclude that staff time 
limitations may have led to virtually NO interaction occurring with licensees or consumers of AELS 
services in the decision to proceed with mandator)' CE or the drafting of the language for this mandate. 
It appears that the Board relied almost exclusively on input from professional societies (who sell CE) 
and other states. Until the notice was delivered in February, many licensees had no idea that this action 
was being contemplated. Many still have no idea WHY it is being proposed for enactment. 

5 . Expected drop off In registrants deciding not to renew 

Many licensees would likely drop their registration should mandatory CE be enacted. As noted in Item 
3 above, it appears that the cost of administering mandatory CE (which we think will be greater than the 
Department's estimate of $0) will be distributed among a smaller group, thereby requiring higher license 
fees. These costs are usually marked up and passed on to the government and/or private clients, 
Economics generally dictates that increasing costs decreases demand - not good for licensees! 

6. No demonstrated correlation between design professional's performance with mandatory CE and 
those not submitting to a mandatory CE program. 

No evidence has been presented to indicate that a licensee who participates in a mandatory CE program 
demonstrates improved performance. No effort is made by DCED to define the types of problems that 
could supposedly by solved by mandatory CE.

The Council does manage the 1% public art program. Wanted to pass this on since you asked last 
week. Thanks. 

The Alaska State Council on the Arts is a State agency that fosters the development of the arts for all 
Alaskans through education, partnerships, grants and services [our formal mission statement] Every 
state and territory has an arts council of some sort, all of which were founded in response to Congress's 
creating the National Endowment for the Arts about 40 years ago. The Alaska State Council is a 
granting agency, distributing funds received mostly from the Alaska Legislature and NEA to arts 
organizations and individual artists. These range from small grants to help artists advance their careers 
and help small organizations have community workshops to larger ones that help organizations like 
Perseverance Theatre and Valley Performing Arts provide enriching artistic acivities in their 
communities. 



The Council manages the State's Contemporary Art Bank, which loans art to public offices, and the 1 % 
for Art public-art program, which builds art into public buildings and facilities (including the Marine 
Highway vessels). The Council is very interested in making sure Alaska's schoolchildren benefit from 
the arts in their classroom environments, and has a strong program called Artists-in-Schools which sends 
Alaskan artists to schools all over Alaska for one- or two-week intensive residencies that teach the 
children new artistic skills and also instructs teachers in how to integrate arts into more classroom 
activities.

I would like to address a problem with records and licensing, this being the amount of time it takes 
to get a provisional clearance for a new hire-employee in assisted living, and costs associated 
with these delays. 

On 6/18/07 an application was submitted for a new employee (initials V.C.) and to date do not 
have a provisional clearance. When we call licensing all they say is that they are waiting for 
paperwork from another agency. We have 4 employees at this location so 1 person of this is 25% 
of my workforce, which has to be covered by the other employees as overtime. Let me explain 
the costs to us due to this failure of a timely clearance: 

1. Background fee, CPR training, and TB tine test. $100.00 

2. 4 weeks of overtime pay. $960.00 
3. 24 hours new hire training $264.00 

TOTAL $1,324.00 

The reason I included new hire training is because, Friday the employee called and said she 
couldn't wait any longer and had found another job, so the above figures are not correct. This is 
because we will spend the next 2 to 3 weeks looking for a new employee, training and certifying 
that person. This will just increase my overtime costs to already tired employees. 

This is not an isolated incident. Since this program has started 2 years ago, only 1 to 20% of our 
applications have been completed on time (48 hours), all the rest have taken at least 5 to 20 
days. I have had discussions with some other homes and they are having the same problems will 
provide you the names if requested. Assisted Living homes are 24 hour operations, I believe 'that 
the homes in Anchorage have at least 20 to 30 people doing overtime, due to the failure of 
licensing issuing timely clearances. We can't afford this as we haven't even had a pay increase 
since the year 2000, and is also wearing out our other employees, because we can't put an 
employee on the shift till they have clearance. 

When I call licensing some of the excuses I get are: We are shorthanded, and we are 
overwhelmed with applications. The problem is that this has been the same excuse since they 
opened 2 years ago. Is it ever going to be fixed? Prior to this system, we had the potential 
employee go to the state trooper office and pull a name check and return it to us. We would then 
check it against the barrier crime list, and then if .there were an issue with it we would call 
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licensing. THIS PROCEDURE TOOK ABOUT 20 MINUTES. This is the same data being used 
now, why the delay? 

My suggestion for change is that it be mandated that we have to be given yes or no clearance 
within 5 days or an exact explanation why not (no we're waiting) so the homes can consider other 
options, it is time the state stands up and takes responsibility for it's lack of action and the strain it 
is putting on the assisted living community. 

Please inform me if you intend to fix this problem and when or where I have to go for corrective 
action.

Thank you for the opportunity to comment on the early notification that EPA in 
response to a court case is developing NPDES permits under the clean water act for 
the discharge of pollutants incidental to the normal operation of vessels. 

Southeast Alaska Fishermen's Alliance (SEA FA) believes that if the EPA court 
appeal is not successful that the solution that should be pursued is legislation that 
provides EPA the statutory authority that EPA believed they had to exclude 
certain discharges incidental to the normal operation of vessels from NPDES 
permitting for all the classes and discharges currently exempted. 

Failing a statutory fix the only slightly plausible solution are general permits 
covering classes of vessels as currently used in some other situations. EPA needs 
to spend their time and resources on the issues that have a significant effect on 
the health of the water column such as ballast water and the spread of invasive 
species (non-native) that ballast water has caused, sewage from cruise ships and 
not the permitting of approximately 18 million vessels in the United States. EPA 
needs to spend their time and resource on issues and permits that make a 
difference and not incidental discharges, large volume discharges or If new 
information becomes available that a certain type of discharge is having a degrading 
effect on the environment work on that specifically and not permit vessels for the 
sake of developing a bureaucracy to issue permits. 

The State of Alaska has 9,627 commercial fishing vessels registered by Commercial 
Fisheries Entry Commission in 2007 ranging in length from open skiffs 7 ft long to 
large vessels 635 feet long. These vessels participate in a variety of fisheries.

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There are also over 69,000 recreational or non-commercial vessels registered in 
the State of Alaska not including small non-motorized vessels not requiring 
registration or documented vessels. 

Your request asks for identification of data sources to use in the identification, 
categorization and description of the numbers and types of commercial and 
recreational vessels. Data sources in Alaska that could be used for this include the 
State of Alaska Dept of Motor Vehicles, State of Alaska Commercial Fisheries 
Entry Commission, State of Alaska Dept of Fish and Same Sport Fish Division 
(charter vessels) and the United States Documentation Center. 

Before permits are required, we request that the EPA conduct a cost benefit 
analysis of the enormous paperwork, manpower, and energy that would be required 
to conduct and enforce this level of regulations and proceed only with regulations 
that can be expected to provide a net benefit to the waters on which we depend 
for our livelihoods. There is not the infrastructure necessary to deal with the 
disposal of all the incidental discharges even if all the vessels were retrofitted to 
collect all discharge streams. 

Southeast Alaska Fishermen's Alliance is a multi-gear membership based 
organization representing our members involved in the salmon, crab, shrimp and 
longline fisheries of Southeast Alaska.

Subject: NGA/Natural Resources Committee 

We met today with staffs of the Natural Resources Committee of NGA and Governor 
Manchin, the next Chair of the Committee, to discuss agendas and logistics for the year 
when Governor Palin will be Vice-Chair. 

Subject to your approval, we identified three high priority issues for the Committee to 
pursue. These issues are climate change, energy policy, and the Endangered Species 
Act Governor Manchin is quite anxious to pursue a coal-to-liquids initiative. We had 
no problem with this, but indicated Alaska's desire to focus on responsible oil and gas 
development as an essential element of national energy policy. The NGA does not deal 
with state specific issues, preferring instead to work on generic initiatives. (However, 
existing NGA policy does mention the need to commercialize North Slope natural gas.) 

The Natural Resources Committee has developed a list of policy resolutions that will 
sunset at the winter meeting. None of these is deemed to be particularly controversial, 
and they should not require much time between now and the winter meeting. 

Regarding logistics, the staffs of the Natural Resources Committee, Governor Manchin, 
and this office win meet every too weeks for the time being to discuss progress in 
achieving agenda items. Later, we will meet weekly as the winter meeting approaches. 
There will be periodic meetings/teleconferences of the staffs for each Governor 
represented on the Natural Resources Committee, and either Governor Manchin's staff 
or this office will chair these meetings. 

The NGA staff will do most of the heavy lifting in preparation for the NGA winter meeting 
and in the interim period. Such work will entail writing draft letters and resolutions for 
consideration by the Chair and Vice-Chair of the Natural Resources Cornmittee and the 
identification of speakers and drafting talking points for the winter meeting. 

We all felt good about today's meeting. I think Governor Manchin and his staff will be 
easy for the Palin administration to work with, and the Committee staff are eager to 
assist. We will give you periodic reports as matters proceed.

We met today with staffs of the Natural Resources Committee of NGA and Governor 
Manchin, the next Chair of the Committee, to discuss agendas and logistics for the year 
when Governor Pabn will be Vice-Chair. y 

Subject to your approval, we identified three high priority issues for the Committee to 
pursue. These issues are climate change, energy policy, and the Endangered Species 
Act. Governor Manchin is quite anxious to pursue a coal-to-liquids initiative. We had 
no problem with this, but indicated Alaska's desire to focus on responsible oil and "as 
development as an essential element of national energy policy. The NGA does not deal 
with state specific issues, preferring instead to work on generic initiatives. (However 
existing NGA policy does mention the need to commercialize North Slope natural gas') 

The Natural Resources Committee has developed a list of policy resolutions that will 
sunset at the winter meeting. None of these is deemed to be particularly controversial, 
and they should not require much time between now and the winter meeting. 

Regarding logistics, the staffs of the Natural Resources Committee, Governor Manchin, 
and this office will meet every two weeks for the time being to discuss progress in 
achieving agenda items. Later, we will meet weekly as the winter meeting approaches. 
There will be periodic meetings/teleconferences of the staffs for each Governor 
represented on the Natural Resources Committee, and either Governor Manchin's staff 
or this office will chair these meetings. 

The NGA staff will do most of the heavy lifting in preparation for the NGA winter meeting 
and in the interim period. Such work will entail writing draft letters and resolutions for 
consideration by the Chair and Vice-Chair of the Natural Resources Committee and the 
identification of speakers and drafting talking points for the winter meeting. 

We all felt good about today's meeting. I think Governor Manchin and his staff will be 
easy for the Palin administration to work with, and the Committee staff are eager to 
assist. We will give you periodic reports as matters proceed.

All, 

Here's my input to our BN's monthly newsletter. Thanks for all of the support you all show us. 
GERONIMO Families and Friends, 

Well it's been completely crazy here. This month, in the span of 72 hours, our area has turned 
on its head. Local Sunni Tribes that have supported our enemies in the past have gotten tired 
of AI Qaeda and joined the fight against them. It seems crazy to us - but suddenly it just got 
very quiet in those areas. So we are suddenly talking (cautiously) to guys who were 
completely unwilling to even sit down with us and talk not long ago. This local 
counterins urgency against AI Qaeda developed in our 'back yard', and its going to be a very 
very interesting next month. It is a time of hope and caution and anxiety as we try to figure out 
which way this will turn. The hard-core Shia militia appear really antsy as they don't want us to 
have 'free time' to concentrate more on them. It is very complicated and we have trouble 
keeping most of these actors straight. And of all Spartan Brigade areas of responsibility, we 
are glad that those who choose to reconcile want to do it in our area where everything else 
seems to happen. We have had reporter after reporter coming down here, first in disbelief, , 
then in wonder about what's going on all of a sudden. Our area of Northern Babil Province, is 
on the Sunni-Shia "fault line," so this reconciliation will be far more complicated than in Anb'ar 
Province. For now, at least in some of our formerly rough areas, it's suddenly very peaceful. 
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Apache Company set the conditions for this Sunni reconciliation effort in our area Their 
ockdown and control of the town of Jurf as Sakhr, in my mind, forced the enemy to come to 
^ u e a ? r . tne y had exhausted all other options. Blackfoot Company is back in the Brigade 
AO bu is stationed over at Kalsu - they are working with 3-509 to strike at targets that were in 
formerly out-of-reach areas. As usual, the Biackfoot continues to excel. Comanche Companv 
is moving around the battlefield to shore up the Iraqi Army and Police. When several VBIEDs 
struck our area in late May/early June, Comanche raced out to the afflicted sites partnered 
with the devastated Iraqi units, and repaired their fortifications and morale The Iraqis rave 
about the Comanches. Delaware Company continues to unhinge a sophisticated militia 
entrenched in one of our larger cities, Musayyib. Their methodical targeting of a militia that 
once literally held the Musayyib IPs hostage and robbed people of their freedoms has been 
remarkable to watch. Dog Company (3-509) continues to move to the sound of the quns and 
reduce problems in the largest metropolitan area the brigade owns. Their constant presence 
and ' attack" mentality has kept this sectarian area from coming apart at the seams Hatchet 
Company continues to execute the critical task of keeping the areas just outside our FOB free 
of significant enemy presence (in addition to the myriad of other things that Hatchet does for 
us). Easy Company (725 BSB) is continuing to hold together our systems We have an 
incredibly elastic and flexible support element that always rises to the occasion when we need 

The heat out here just began to combine itself more vigorously with the humidity so we are 
battling that as well. Daily temps continue to average between the teens and twenties (one 
hundred that is) but the humidity feels as if it has doubled. I don't think I have ever been so 
eager for summer to end, but I hope back home that yours is going well. 

Sadly, we had to send home some GERONIMOs with injuries this month, but none too serious 
and all of our other paratroopers stayed safe. We did receive some new members on the team 
as key replacements - just at the right time. 

With our last group of men headed out on leave in just a few days, we find ourselves seeing 
the light at the end of the tunnel. The unit that will relieve us already had its advance party 
here to view their future mission, and already left for home. We will load our early return 
containers shortly, and will start to refine the timelines for redeployment as well It's exciting 
but we also know we have to get there first, so we continue on in pursuit of our mission I don't 
have any details for you yet about what weeks we expect to arrive home or when we'll be on 
leave, but I do expect that to begin developing shortly. 

Even the most cynical and jaded media personnel that come here leave with positive words 
about our men, your husbands and sons. The GERONIMO Paratroopers continue to amaze 
me with their attitude, toughness, and courage. They are truly an American treasure and I will 
be happy when we can all return to our families. Until then, we will continue to press the fight 
against the remaining committed insurgents, the militia, and the heat 

Thanks so much for all you do for us and your GERONIMOs. We continue to receive loads of 
packages and letters from loved ones and Platoon Partners. It's very clear that while 
Americans may have mixed feelings about the conflict, they very dearly love their 
Paratroopers.

Your Board of Architects, Engineers and Land Surveyors is moving forward to adopt regulation 
12 AAC 36.500-550 mandating Continuing Education for Professional Architects, Engineers and 
Landscape Architects at their upcoming August meeting. The stated purpose of the proposed 
regulation is "to maintain a continuing level of competency and standards for professional 
architects, engineers, and landscape architects, in order to promote the public health, safety and 
welfare within the State." 

The AELS Board provided notice of the proposed regulations in February 2007 and received 
public comments through April 2007. Comments were received from licensees, businesses, 
professional societies and State agencies. With exception of the professional societies (who sell 
continuing education), the vast majority of comments were opposed to the pending regulations. 
Some of the reasons for opposition include: 

- No acknowledgement of the cost of the proposed regulations (the Board has declared them to 
be no cost despite assertions to the contrary by DOT Commissioner and DNR staff). 

- No quantitative cost/benefit analysis. 

- No acknowledgement of the additional administrative burden to DCCED to administer the 
proposed regulations including audits, record keeping and litigation. 

- No demonstrated correlation between design professional's performance with mandator;' CE 
and those not submitting to a mandatory CE 

- No analysis to show the proposed regulations would accomplish their stated purpose. 

- Vague, subjective requirements will inevitably lead to disputes and litigation. 

I invite you to peruse the public comments. For your convenience I have attached 
several letters of opposition to the proposed regulations that were submitted by 
your sister agencies 

The AELS Board has failed to do their homework on 12 AAC 36,500-550, ignored valid public 
concerns and is proceeding with a regulation that could cost $10,000,000 to 215,000,000 per year 
(maybe more). The AELS Board's pursuit to adopt 12 AAC 36.500-550 is totally out of touch 
with the current Administration's philosophy of fiscal responsibility and responsible government 

I am requesting that your office require the Board to postpone adoption of 12 AAC 36.500-550 
Continuing Education for Professional Architects, Engineers and Landscape Architects until the 
impacts have been documented to the satisfaction of the Governor, OMB and are made available 
for public review/comment. Documentation should Include: 

- Tangible evidence that mandatory CE will actually improve the public health, safety and 
welfare within the State. 

• Quantitative cost "benefit analysis (including who pays the cost and who receives the benefit) 

Please let me know if your office can fulfill this request. If you or anyone on your staff" would

You may recall signing 15 bills into law on July 3 rd . One of those bills was HB 215, sponsored by Rep. Anna 
Fairclough. 

HB 215 establishes the task force to review the Council on Domestic Violence and Sexual Assault. This 
task force would prepare and present a report to the full Legislature by March 1, 2008 - and then will be 
repealed on April l6, 2008. The task force would bring members of the Legislature and admraistration 
together with members of the public to have frank and comprehensive discussions about the council and 
the issues it addresses. 



Rep. Fairclough' s chief~of~staff is staffing the task force and has scheduled the first meeting this Friday 
(Aug. 3 rd ) to 
three weeks. 



(Aug. 3 rd ) to elect a chair and to set a six-month agenda before Rep. Fairclough leaves town for the next

Thanks for contacting me. Sarah might have told you 

that I just returned from a two week class /symposium 

on climate change and coastal erosion in the Arctic. 

1 
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The general feeling among most of the scientists is 
that the earth is going through a natural warming 
cycle (human emissions probably account for only 1-2% 
of it) and that the accelerated coastal erosion we're 
experiencing is decreasing the albedo effect and 
greatly increasing solar absoption in the oceans, 
which in turn further warms the atmosphere and leads 
to even more erosion and permafrost melting. I can 
make this clearer to you when we meet. 

Since this cycle seems to be mostly natural (I know, 
not politically what everyone wants to hear), the 
state's focus should be on adaptation to the changes 
that seem to be inevitable. This is not to say we 
shouldn't be concerned about cutting emissions. That 
should still be a focus; cutting emissions not only 
keeps our environment cleaner, but decreases our. 
dependence on foreign fuel imports, etc... which is 
another story. 

I understand you've put together an advisory team to 
discuss a lot of what I've mentioned above. I would 
hope that the team would include some of the top 
university scientists we have available right hear in 
Alaska. I met personally with Dr. Syun-Ichi Akasofu, 
the former director of the International Arctic 
Research Center, and he is more than happy to be part 
of it. He just returned from D.C. after addressing the 
United States Senate subcommittee on Global Climate 
Change and Impacts. He spoke directly to them about 
everything I mentioned above.

professor (Dr. Gerhard Kramm) which includes a list of 
scientists and their resumes, who would also be wiling 
to be part of this.

Attendees/Organizational Background 

The Alaska Conservation Alliance is the umbrella organization that ties most of 
the conservation groups in Alaska together under a single banner. There are 
approximately 40 member organizations. It is organized as 501(c)(3) non-profit 
organization funded by member contributions as well as donations raised from 
the large grant-making institutions around the country. 

They meet twice a year, in May and November, to organize and coordinate the 
member groups to revise strategies and identify emerging issues. ACA lobbies 
the legislature and has a sister-organization, the Alaska Conservation Voters,, 
to influence elections around the state. I believe you attended a candidate's 



ACA is led by executive director Kate Troll. You met Kate this spring when she 
was meeting with, me about ACA's legislative agenda. She plays basketball and 
may bring that up as a means of fostering a relationship with you. Kate also 
penned an op-ed piece supporting AG1A this past spring and she attended the 
signing ceremony in Fairbanks. 

A separate sheet listing the individual attendees and their respective 
organizations follows. They would like you to comment on and discuss with 
you the following subjects. 

Climate Change 

Climate change is the issue for conservation groups today — including those in 
Alaska. Nearly all policy items on their agenda can be tied back to climate 
change one way or another.. The leading human cause for climate change is, of 
course, carbon dioxide. As such, they are most interested in the carbon 
"footprint" of a given project, activity, or policy.

So, what can be done to reduce Alaska's carbon footprint? The biggest single 
thing we can do is get as many of our communities off of diesel generated 
electricity. Which leads nicely into the next subject. 

Renewable Energy 

The Department of Natural Resources is currently conducting an inventory of 
alternative energy supplies across Alaska. This builds on work begun by 
Renewable Energy for Alaska Program (REAP) in cooperation with AIDEA/AEA 
last year. The information is largely already in existence, but needs to be 
brought together in one place — a Geographic Information System— so that 
planners can identify what fuel sources are near to a given location and then 
match up the appropriate technology with the fuel source. Funds for this effort 
were requested and approved in the recent capital budget. 

In addition to alternative fuels, we are looking at the enormous hydro power 
potential in Southeast Alaska. AEA continues to define the feasibility of an 
intertie connection into British Columbia that would make clean, green hydro 
power available to Northwest and West Coast power markets. It is believed 
that such power would be attractive in California, where Governor 
Schwartzenegger believes they have set off the next rush— a rush for green 
energy rather than gold. 

There are some seasonal problems with hydro as well as wind. Because of this, 
these are not ideal energy sources for baseload power. However, they do 
complement each other and may be able to provide a unique combination that 
result in truly "green" baseload power. Investors with the American Insurance 
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Group (AIG) are seeking an audience with you to pursue a potential project 
that would utilize SE AK hydro and combine it with British Columbia wind and 
deliver it all via subsea cable to California. A willingness to meet with AIG 
would demonstrate to this group that you are open to innovative ideas and 
projects that fit with their overall agenda. .. even though there are a lot of things 
you will part ways over (ANWR, off-shore drilling that is supported by locals). 

Another renewable energy discussion point is a piece of legislation sponsored 
by Speaker Harris and currently resting, quietly, in Bert Stedman's Senate 
Finance Committee. It would set up a renewable energy fund that would 
support projects, primarily on the railbelt, that utilize renewable energy. The 
big question is, where will the funds for this endowment come from? One-time 
surpluses from a non-renewable resource like oil makes some sense. Another 
option may be the Railbelt Energy Fund, which lives to be spent yet again 
thanks to your line-item vetoes last month. 

While not directly related to renewable energy or climate change, there is some 
benefit to coordinated planning for electricity generation for the years ahead. 
The AEA kicked off its study of the Unified Systems Operator concept last week 
and we are looking forward to results at the end of the year. If we can 
coordinate the planning, development, and operation of electricity generation 
plants, the co-ops can identify the most efficient plants out there for future 
power needs. More efficiency means lower costs for consumers, but also lower 
fuel demands per kW of electricity. That is attractive to these groups. 

Mega Transportation Projects 

The two big projects these groups are most interested in are the Juneau Access 
Project and the Knik Arm Bridge and Toll. Authority project. Russ Kelly has 
already provided you with information on these projects.

Kwethluk will be holding an opening ceremony for their clinic on Tuesday, August 7 th . The new clinic 
was started in the fall of 2006 when the last barge brought material up the Kuskokwim River to the 
village. Because of the population (721) and the number of patient encounters, a larger 3,200 square foot 
clinic was built to serve the people there with exam rooms, a dentistry office, sleep-over quarters, 
behavioral health office, a pharmacy room, waiting area, bathrooms and an office. 

Funding forthe clinic was as follows 

Denali Commission: $1,711,842, 

A matching grant from HUD in the amount of $196,479 

An IHS Medical Equipment grant for $305,303. 

YKHC designed and built the clinic using the force account methodology, hiring local labor. The clinic will 
be owned and operated by the Kwethluk IRA Council. There were between 5 and 6 local hires working 
on the job at any one time. 

If you are Interested in attending the opening ceremony for this clinic in Kwethluk, please let me know 
ASAP so we can make the arrangements, or If you prefer to attend one later in the month, Kipnuk will 
also have an opening ceremony that Is tentatively scheduled for Monday, August 27, 2007.
